For Medicine 


STOCKHOLM <AP> — Two, 
American professors today were ! 
jointly awarded the 1966 Nobel 
Prize for Medicine. They were 
Dr. Peyton Rous. 87, of the 
Rockefeller 
University. 
New 
York, and Dr. Charles B. Hug­ 
gins, 66, of Chicago University 
Hospital. 


Rous was awarded his prize 
for his discovery of tumor-induc­ 
ing viruses and Huggins was 
cited for his discoveries concern­ 
ing hormonal treatment of pros­ 
tatic cancer, the awarding fac­ 
ulty of the Caroline Institute 
said. 


They share the 160,000 prize. 
Rous, a native of Baltimore, 
received his medical degree 
from Johns Hopkins University 
in 1900. Since 1909 he has been 
connected with the Rockefeller 
University, formerly known as 
Rockefeller Institute. 


Canada Native 
Huggins is a native of Hali­ 
fax, N.S. He was graduated 
from Harvard Medical School in 
1924 and holds degrees from sev­ 
eral schools. He has been at the 
University of Chicago since 1927. 
He hss been director ol the Ben 
May Laboratory for Cancer Re­ 
search since 1951. 


Huggins is a specialist In stud- 
tes of the male urogenital tract, 
cancer of the prostate, and 
mammary cancer. He is married 
and hat two children. 


Rous is a world-famed patho­ 
logist and specialist within the 
field of viruses as causative 
agents of cancer, mode of ac­ 
tion of carcinogens, which are 
factors involved in the invasive 
growth of cancer, the Swedish 
Medical College said.

The selection by the Caroline 
Medical College is the first of 
five Nobel awards to be an­ 
nounced 
in the next 
three 
weeks. Each carries a cash 
prize ofs about 160,000 from the 
fund established by the will of 
Alfred Nobel, the Inventor of dy­ 
namite, a gold medal and enor­ 
mous prestige.

Rauf is married and has three 
daughters. One of them. Mar- 
ioQ, is married to Briton Alan 
Lloyd Hodgldn of Cambridge 
University, who shared the 1963 
Nobel Prise for Medicine. 


In 1910, Rous discovered the 
'first virus that evokes malig­ 
nant growths of the sarcoma 
type in hens. He managed to 
Isolate that vims and kept it 
alive by letting it pass through 
fertilised hens* eggs. 


His disovery of hen tumors 
was immediately corroborated 
by many laboratories but was 
not reproduced in initial experi­ 
ments with mice and rats. 


Thus the thought of viruses 
playing a part in the process of 
tumor growths died out. 


Rous 
discontinued 
his 
re­ 
search In the field in 1915, but 
the seeds he had planted were 
to grow up later. 


New developments followed In 
the early 1990s through Rocke­ 
feller 
Institute research and 
then it was discovered that a 
mice virus could evoke cancer 
of the breast. 


The virus-cancer theory, how­ 
ever. did not attain any notable 
acclamation and as late as 1960 
there was only one lecture on 
the importance of this connec­ 
tion at the Paris cancer con­ 
gress.

they dealt with five bills, taro 
vetoes and a handful of reso­ 
lutions. 


Senate Democrats were ¡.un­ 
successful in trying to override 
Gov. George Romney’s vetoes 
of an unemployment compensa­ 
tion bill and a measure to abol­ 
ish coroners and replace them 
entirely with medical exami- 


The compensation bill would 
have eliminated the one-week 
waiting period before a jobless 
worker becomes eligible for un­ 
employment compensation ben­ 
efits. 


Romney was unsuccessful in 
persuading 
the 
Democratic- 
controlled Legislature to act on 
his fall list of 19 areas in which 
lie said action is needed now. 
But lawmakers did act in four 
of the 13 areas. 


Besides the low-rental housing 
bill, the legislators approved 
measures aimed at reviving dy­ 
ing lakes and at guaranteeing 
suitable housing for persons dis­ 
placed by highway construction 
projects — before the construc­ 
tion could start.

Cancer Fighters

LONDON <AP> — A group of 
Britieh scientists is working on 
a new radiation machine, using 
neutral beams, which a spokes­ 
man said today “looks like a 60- 
60 bet" to cure cancer. 


Scientists at the electronics 
research laboratory at Baklock 
in Hertfordshire, say they be­ 
lieve their idea will prove more 
effective than X rays in treating 
many forms of cancer. 


James D. L. H. Wood, heading 
the project, said: “We cannot 
say definitely whether it will be 
a cure yet, but It looks like a 10* 
16 bet. It will take about three 
years to develop a neutron gen­ 
erating tube with the high-pow- 
or output required.**

Sheppaixi con­ 
tended that he had been convicted of killing his first 
wife in a “circus’* trial prejudiced by unfair newspaper 
coverage. 


Sheppard subsequently appealed to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, which reversed the tower court.

The danger referred to by Judge Edwards (former 
Michigan labor leader and State Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice) is the report just issued by a special panel of the 
American Bar Association recommendinfir drastic and 
sweeping new curbs on the release and publication of in­ 
formation about persons accused of crimes. 


If the propped rules are written into law by the 
states, lawyers who violated them would be aabject to 
disbarment, reporters to contempt charges. 


The panel s recommendations are clearly an over­ 
reaction to the U.S. Supreme Court's decision, which 
was not — as Justice Tom Clark, w'ho wrote It, has 
taken pains to emphasize — directed against the 
American press.

Under Noise Ban 


The Eacanaba City Council 
will give second reading and 
adoption on Thursday, Oct. 20, 
to an ordini^ioe aznendment 
thht would put the damper on 
noise-makinc motorbiket and 
motorcycles. 


Besidea the noise factor, the 
proposed ordinance is design* 
ed to reduce the hazarda that 
accompany the use of tht two­ 
wheeled motor vehicles that 
have attained dnnrmous popu­ 
larity in recant years. 


Ai> their numbers increase on 
allots and highways, regula­ 
ting laws were required fbr 
public safety and to q;>are the 
public ear drums. 


The ordinance to receive 
hearing Oct. 20 provides: 


No motor driven cycle shall 
be used to carry more than two 
persons at any time. 


Operators of such vehicles 
**shall ride as near to the right 
side of the roadway as practi­ 
cable, exercisjng due cai« when 
pn.^sing a stndinc vehicle or 
one proceedinc in the aame di­ 
rection.” 


Mast Have Mvmer 
The vehidei shall not be 
ridden mora than two abreast 
*‘fcxcept on paths or parts oi 
roadways aet aside for the ex­ 
clusive uae ot such vehicles.** 
The section ot Ihe proposed 
ordinance relating to noice con­ 
trol i^)ells it out this way: 
“Every motorcycle or motor 
driven cycle shall at all times 
be equipped with a muffler in 
good w'orking order with baf­ 
fles intact and io constant 
oi?eration to prevent excessive 
or unusual noise and annoying 
smoke, and no person shall use 
a muffler cutout, bypass, or 
similar device upon a motorcy­ 
cle or nnotor-driven cycte on a 
highway. 


‘‘Excesaivt aotoe shall include 
specifically’, in addition to the 
above, the unnecessary revving 
or accelerating of the motor- 
c>’clt or motor-dnven cycle.’* 
The driver must have a dear 
view to the rair or use a rear- 
vieu’ mirror. 


N« Night Eidlag 
He must keep both hands on 
the handlebars. 


Thera must be a headlamp 
and a rear aelf-illuminating 
light. 


*‘No person shall operate any 


motor-driven cycle anywhara 
within the city limits o< EKa- 
naba betwan the houn of U 
p. m. (EST) and 6 a. m. (EST) 
unless the person has received 
a written permit from the chief 
police officer of the city. Per­ 
mits are to be granted 
for 
going to and from work, where 
other 
transportatioa ia not 
«vatiable.** 


The motoibikea may not be 
ridden on 
private 
property 
without the consent or permis­ 
sion of the owner or occupant 
of tile pn^perty. 


**No such cycle shall be oper­ 
ated over cr across any play­ 
ground, park, walkway, side­ 
walk, or other public property, 
excepting on a road which ex­ 
ists for the purpose of carrying
